Do they not know that police systems 
armed national defense are the human agencies made necessary 
2zep-seated disease of individual depravity, the menace of 
reed and hatred? Should not these clergymen turn their 
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attention to the individual sinner and rid the country of crime rather 
than attack the national keepers of the peace, the most potent gov- 
ernmental agency yet devised for this very purpose? |t is a distinct 
disappointment to know that men who are called to wield the sword 
of the spirit are deluded into believing that the mechanical expedi- 
ent of disarming men will transform hatred into love, and selfish- 
ness into altruism. 

"May | also express surprise that some have lost sight of the fact 
that in none of our past wars have clergymen been required to bear 
arms, and that under the terms of the Geneva Convention, ratified 
by the United States in 1907 (Sec. 130 and 132), chaplains are non- 
combatants and not authorized to be armed. And if the United States 
Army chaplains are ever guilty of using inflammatory propaganda, 
such activity is without warrant or authority by any statute or order 
ever promulgated in the history of the country. 

"Perhaps | should also remind them that under the terms of the 
League of Nations the United States would be required to maintain 
a standing army of at least a half million men in order to be able 
to carry out its mandates. | am curious to know how many of the 
clergymen who voted for the League have read the Articles and un- 
derstand that under them the peace of the world is to be maintained 
in the last analysis, by armed military forces. It is difficult to recon- 
cile the faith of these people in the efficacy of newly organized in- 
ternational agencies to keep the peace and enforce respect for in- 
ternational covenants with their self-confessed intention to violate 
the existing laws of their own long-established government. 

"A few questions occur to me that could appropriately be asked 
the clergymen who replied to your questionnaire. ln stating that 
they were in favor of the United States taking the lead in reducing 
armament, even if compelled to make greater proportionate reduc- 
tions than other countries might be willing to make, did they know 
that the existing total of cur land forces, including Regular Army, 
National Guard and Organized Reserves is about one-third of one 
pe rcent of our population? Did they know that in other great coun- 
tries, except Germany, whose army is limited by treaty, this ratio is 
from three to forty-five times as great? Did they know our rotal 
forces in actual size are exceeded by those of at least fifteen other 
nations, although in population we are exceeded only by Russia, 
China and India? Finally, did they consider the words of Our Lord 
as given in the 21st verse of the 11th chapter of St. Luke: "When a 
strong man armed, keepeth his palace, his goods are in peoce’? 
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In all modesty may | not say to the opponents of national de- 
fense that Our Lord, who preached the Sermon on the Mount, later 
in His career declared: “Think not that | am come to send peace, 
but a sword’. St. Matthew, 10th chapter, 34th verse. It is my hum- 
ble belief that the religion which He came to establish is based upon 
sacrifice, and that men and women who follow in His train are called 
by it to the defense of certain priceless principles even at the cost 
of their own lives. And | can think of ino principles more high and 
holy than those for which our national sacrifices have been made in 
the past. History teaches us that religion and patriotism have al- 
ways gone hand in hand, while atheism has invariably been accom- 


panied by radicalism, communism, bolshevism and other enemies of 
free government. 


"Have not those who oppose cur modest and reasonoble efforts 
S for national defense miscalculated the temper and innate spirit of 
ai patriotism in the average American? The fact that our Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps are over-subscribed long before the opening 
of camps comforts me that patriotism is still a dominant power in our 
land. Any organization which opposes the defense of homeland and 
the principles hallowed by the blood of our ancertors, which sets up in- 
ternationalism in the place of patriotism, which teaches the passive 
submission of right to the forces of the predatory strong, can not 
prevail against the demonstrated staunchness of our population. | 
confidently believe that a red-blooded and virile humanity which loves 
peace devotedly, but is willing to die in the defense of the right, is

THE LUNATION OF SUL YTS, 19442 
IN WORLD AFFAIRS 

This lunation is very interesting, and will bring some rather start- 
ling results. In our Libra chart of the U. S. it is rigat on the mid- 
heaven, conjoined with Mercury and favorable to Neptune; and in 
the Gemini chart this falls on the cusp of the 3rd house. In any 
even:, my guess is that you are going to hear news of a remarkable 
naval engagemeni, successful as far as we are concerned.

Just how does that check with the Japanese chart? The lunation 
is in Cancer, the 3rd house, square to Uranus in the 6th; and the 
6th represents the army and navy; and this points to a terrific whip- 
ping of the Japanese fleet.

In recent years the sun glass for the eyes has come into very gen- 
eral use, especially among women who are sold these colored glasses 
on the strength of their beauty-preserving possibilities. They are 
supposed to prevent the formation of lines and wrinkles around the 
eyes. i $ 

Automobile drivers of both sexes use them to shield their eyes ii 
from the glare of the pavement and from the sun when it is low. In 
certain industrial cccupations, as for instance, electric welding, ö 
where the eyes are subject to intense light and to "Manger from flying 
particles of metal, these glasses are worn.

^ Welders and others, whose eyes are subjected to such dangers E 
while working, are justified in using this form of protection; there 
may be some excuse for their occosional use in driving; but as a 
cosmetic they are a delusion.

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It is almost impossible to strain really healthy eyes. The human 
eye has a very efficient safety factor which is almost always capa- 
ble of preventing real strain. Most, if not all, failures of sight may 
be traced to causes other than eye strain; for: while it is practically 
impossible to see too much, it is possbile to abuse the eyes in many 
ways. 

There are many things that affect the eyes for good or ill, such 
as food, exercise, rest and sleep, sex life, emotions, alcohol, tobacco, 
and other drugs; in fact, anything that improves or impairs the gen- 
eral health of the body improves or impairs the function ana, in 
time, the structures of the eyes. However, these things do not fall 
within the scope of this article. In this article | do not intend to d's- 
cuss the varicus ways in which many of you abuse your eyes, but 
Shall confine myself tc the effects of light or the lack of it upon the 
eyes and their efficiency. | need only say here that any program 
which is intended to improve or to preserve eye-sight must be a 
broadly inclusive one and must not be confined to any one factor. 

The development of the eyes depends upon light, particularly sun- 
light. Complete absence of light not only results in blindness but in 
eyelessness. The young of blind fish and crustaceans have normal 
eyes, but mature forms may be entirely eyeless. Fish found in dark 
caves, where they receive no sunlight, are blind and often eyeiess. 

If the blind Proteus of the Dalmatian caves is raised from its youth 
in the light, its eyes will be less degenerate than they are in the 
caves. In young forms reared in red light, the eves become seeing 
eyes. Goldfishes kept in complete darkness for three years became 
blind, the retina undergoing serious degeneration. The cave sc'a- 
mander of the Ozark Mountains stays away from the light and is 
blind. 

The prevalent notion that light is dangerous to the eyes is the ex- 
act opposite of the truth. The eyes are useless in the absence of 
light and can not carry on their functiogs without it. Since they car 
not function without light and atrophy in its obsence, it should rat 
urally cause us to suspect that light is beneficial and not dangerou 
to the eyes. 

Mules employed underground in mines, have much eye troub 
not found in mules that work above ground. Men working unc: 
ground and children living in dark tenement houses, far from | 
sun, are always very sensitive to light. One who spends his or 
` time indoors, or in a dark room, becomes very sensitive to a bri 
light. The sick individual who has been kept in a dark room is o 
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sc blinded by the light of day, upon leaving the room, that he or she 
is unable to see at all. It is the custom to keep darkened the room 
in which a patient with measles is confined, on the theory that light 
hurts the eyes. It has been my practice for years to insist that the 
room be kept well lighted and | have yet to see any injury result to 
the eyes. 

Weak eyes are strengthened by being exposed to the sun in a 
manner to be described later in this article. In certain parts of Af- 
rica cataract and blindness are quite prevalent and these have been 
attributed to the intense light and heat of these regions. It is quite 
obvious that if the light and hect were the cause, these conditions 
should be equally prevalent in equatorial regions of other parts of 
the world, such as India and South America, which they are not. An 
American eye specialist, while traveling in Africa a few years ago, 
took advantage of the opportunity to investigate the matter. He 
tells us that to his surprise he discovered that those who were blinded 
by cataract were not those who worked in the open sunshine, but in 

the small! shops and bazaars of Tunis. After investigating their eat- 
ing habits he decided that their eye troubles grew out of overindul- 
gence in proteins, carbohydrates, nicotine and caffeine. 

The eyes not only need light in order to develop and to see at all, 
but they, like other parts of the body, are beneficially affected by 
the ultra-violet rays of the sun. Glasses screen out the ultra-violet 
rays and rob the eyes of their beneficial influence. This constitutes 
another indictmen: against glasses. 

Tinted and shaded glasses, prescribed for weak eyes and those who 
are sensitive to light, instead of helping the eyes, tend to rob them of 
one of the most beneficial influences to which they can be sub- 
jected and injures them. The longer these things are worn the more 
sensitive the eyes become; the glosses increase the supposed need 
for them. Sensitiveness to light can only be overcome by subjecting 
the eyes to sunligh:. 

There are diseased conditions of the eyes; those accompanied by 
severe inflammation of the eye; in which temporary protection from 


12 light is imperative, so sensitive are the inflamed parts. These condi- 
S E tions are comparatively rare and should nct cause us to shield our

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tive to light, except when inflamed. 

If you will cover your eyelids with your fingers or with black cloth, 
so that no sunshine strikes the lids, you will find that you can, with- 
out previous training, gaze directly into the noonday sun without the 
slightest sensitiveness of discomfort. Those with weak eyes will be 
able to do this alsc. 

The eyelids are sensitive to light and it is this that causes closing 
of the eyes when a strong light falls upon them. The automatic 
closing of the lids protects the eyes, and we should appreciate the 
full significance of this fact in exposing the eyes to light. The lids 
are all the covering needed by the eyes in the sunlight. 

There is no reason for covering or shading the eyes while taking 
a sun bath. Millions of young men, women and children who now go 
without hats or bonnets through most of the year, in all parts of the 
country, even the far South, have amply shown that covering the 
head and shading the eyes are not essential. 

For many years, even before the present hatless fashion began, 
the writer has gone without a hat at all seasons of the year. Whether 
passing through a Northern Winter or a Southern Summer he has 
gone through without a hat to cover the head and shade the eyes and 
has never received the slightest harm therefrom. 

For years | have had my patients take sun baths and always with. 
out head covering or goggles and none of the patients have received 
any harm as a result. Man no more needs bonnets and goggles when 
in the sun than do the lower animals. 

The above applies to sun bathing and not to the use of artificial 
ultra-violet light. Artificial ultra-violet light is composed almost 
entirely of short wave, irritative rays while these are wholly lacking 
in sunlight. 

The milder ultra-violet rays in the sun are counter-balanced by 
the red rays which néutralize ultra-violet. Red is lacking in the 
quartz light. The balance between red and ultra-violet, in sunlight, 
is beneficial to the eyes and skin—the cells of all plants and ani- 
mals being nicely adjusted to the happy combination of visible and 
invisible rays of sunlight. The complete lack of red rays and the 
excess of irritative ultra-violet in quarts light calls for greater pre- 
cautions in using this latter. 

The eyes must be protected, either by goggles or a dark cloth 
around the head, where quartz light is being employed. Conjunctiv- 
itis is very common, even from looking for a few minutes at an arc- 
lamp or a quartz light if the eyes are not properly shielded. This 
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condition is very painful and is certainly undesirable. 

For light treatment of the eyes, | recommend only sunlight. This 
may be employed at any time of year, even when it is too cold to take 
a sunbath. No special means are required, as in sun bathing. Sun 
treatment of the eyes may be taken while seated in an open window 
of your home, while standing on the front porch, or while walking 
along the city's street or a country road. Seclusion is not required. 

Sun treatment of the eyes consists simply in exposing the eyes to 
the sun. Properly done this is very beneficial to the eyes and does 
not produce any damage. A few simple precautions must be ob- 
served at the outset to avoid overdoing the matter. 

The best time to expose the eyes to the sun is the early morning 
or late evening, when its rays are not sq strong. Begin by gazing di- 
rectly into the sun for a few seconds only. The time of exposure may 
and should be gradually increased as the eyes grow stronger, [ 

The eyes may gradually be subjected to the sun at other periods 
of the day, when its light is more intense, until one is able to gaze 
directly into the noon-day sun. Any feeling of discomfort should 
cause you to cease immediately. 

Much benefit is derived from sunning the closed eyes and it is 
the practice with many who treat the eyes with sunshine io always 
begin with a preparatory pericd during which the closed eyss are 

' sunned. 

The face is turned to the sun, usually the eariy morning or late eve- 
ning sun, and the closed eyes are subjected to its rays. The eyes are 
moved slowly about from side to side and up and down under the 
closed lids. Rollien advises that the time of exposure be gradually 
prolonged to fifteen or twenty minutes and then, after a rest of five 
or ten minutes, repeated. This advice applies to the early morning 
or late afternoon sun. At other times of the day the exposure should 

always be short. 

One American eye specialist advises: If your eyes are sensitive 
to sunlight, go out and sit in the sun. Let it shine on your closed 

_ eyelids a few minutes each day. After practicing this for many days, 
open the eyes cautiously and blink at the sun. This increases your 
tolerance to light. In a few weeks you will be able to enjoy tive out- 
doors and suffer no discomfort", 

How much better is this prescription than the eye-shodes, tinted 

lenses and darkened rcoms, usually prescribed, will be soon mani-

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improvement in vision. Á 
In closing this article let me say a few words about using the eyes 
in a dim light. It is popularly believed that reading or working in a 
dim light strains and weakens the eves. This is a mistake. Quite 
the contrary is true. Practice of this nature will strengthen the eyes 
and enable us to see better. The writer is able to read a newspaper 
by the light of a full moon. He has done this since boyhood and, 
although frequently warned of the dire consequences of the prac- 
tíce, he can see no diminution of sight. Many of those who issued 
the grave warnings are now wearing glasses and imagine they can 
not see without them. 
The eyes are made for use—for use in all degrees of light met 
with in nature, | believe that they are better when used. | do not 
sanction abuse of them, but | am sure they are injured more by be- 
ing pampered and coddled than by strenuous use. Making molly- 
coddles of the eyes softens and weakens them as it does boys and 


girls.

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ARABS CHILDREN OF ISHMAEL 


Arabs are conscious of their descent from Abraham through Ish- 
mael. We, Anglo-Saxondom, as children of Abraham through Isaac, 
are only beginning to discover our identity; whereas the Arabs have 
always known theirs. The very name prefix, "Ibn" means “son of“. 
My Arab cook in Aden, Arabia, loved to tick off his ancestry on his 
fingers, and he knew by heart his family tree to a point several cen- 
turies ago, where it connected with some family known to all.

| visited the King of Yemen, Imam Yehyeh, in southwestern Arabia, 
in 1928, to assure him, officially, that we could not make a Yemen- 
American friendship treaty unless he straightened out his differ- 
ences with the British-Aden Residency, he raged that Aden has al- 
ways been part of Yemen. British occupation of Aden, since 1/839, 
was only yesterday to him. He ticked off his ancestry, great kings 
of Arabia, "Ibn This and Ibn That“, just as my cook had done. 

Time—how we value it! And to the Arabs it means nothing. 
Arabs have allied with us, yielded to us, sold out to us, for the con- 
venience of the moment, because we had superior material power be- 
hind our dickerings. Always the Arabs knew when they were yield- 
ing to a foreigner, and always they waited patiently to see the 
wreckage of foreign "'civiliation" litter their land. 

In 1925, ten years before the Italian adventure in Ethiopia, | re- 
ceived amusing reports from travelling Arabs from Yemen, of trains 
of camels loaded with Italy's presents for the Imam of Yemen, for 
which, at Italian pleading, the Arabian king made a treaty of com- 
merce and friendship. Tongue in cheek, the Arab ruler accepted all 
the foreigner would give, knowing that he was giving nothing in re- 
turn, and knowing that the Italian, too, would sooner of later with- 
draw. 

The Imam was keenly interested in world events, so he let the 
Italians set up a radio station near his palace. Imam Yehyeh de- 
lighted in sending fresh grapes from his mountain capital to his son, 
Prince Mohammed, Governor of the Red Sea port of Hodeihah, and 
receive fresh fish in return. So he let he Germans supply two junker 
airplanes, for their supposed "prestige", but for his own amusement. 

The British, however, are regarded by Arabs just about as clever 
as themselves. They seem never to have reached an understanding, 
but they did achieve mutual respect. As the Arab despises German 
crudeness and MUN upon Italian cajolery, he treats the "Ingleez" 


EI Britannia as the and sO accurately described the British io 
, as a worthy antagonist, even if not an intellectual equal, ~ 


d bu respect for the British seems founded upon basic traifs in 
common. Both have a strong sense of equality. This has been the 
basic rule of Arab life. The humblest fellah (peasant) is a true com- 
rade of the strongest sheikh. Loyal and obedient to authority, the 
; Arab never lets it be forgotten that the sheikh commands by consent 
i of all. We think of democracy in the abstract, and we are only be- 
i ginning, under terrific pressure to let it work. The Arab's every act 
has long been evidence of his insistence upon the dignity of the hu- 
man individual. 

Both Arabs and British have been colonizers, neither of them 
starting out with that in mind, but both achieving it with ease, and 
|. when necessary by force, motivated by the central purpose of human 
|. unity. 

; Islam, the religion of Mohammed, who called himself the messen- 
; ger (not the prophet) of God, was the strongest unifying and colo- 
E nizing force in Arabian history. British religion has, with all its di- 
E lution of forms and dogmas, kept the Anglo-Saxon peoples true to 

E Glarheelvés, on the general track of their manifest destiny. Moham- 

med merely expressed, rather than directed, Arab instincts, toward

E nius has dealt in a masterly way with Arab unity as a » basic condi- 
tion, not a mere trend of the day. Mohammed, the self-styled Mes- 
senger, expressed the very mind and heart of all the Arabs in thun- 
dering the One-ness of God, and His One-ness with Law. In the sim- 
e massiveness of Mohammed's: doctrine, in the majestic singleness 
is faith, he put into action the Arab protest against the confu-. 
of western creeds and contradictory laws. He made religion a 
vO! cing force which has been compromised and confused since the 
ira in 622 A. D., by the power-seeking high-priesthood of the 
lem cult we now view with misgivings. 

ohammed was a reformer for his time. He abolished delit. 


a ake ablutions in running water before each prayer when possi- 
a1 d if water were scarce, to go through the motions with sand. 
itleness to women and children and kindness to animals were 
€ precepts. Slaves were to have the same food as their mosters, 
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and a freedman became a full citizen. He picked the humblest for 
the highest duties, when ability was needed. His most important as 
signments were made on a basis of merit to slaves, pariahs, snuff- 
dealers, water-carriers and renyades—all equal under God. 

Islam, now confused with dogmatic trivialities, remains dominant, 
like our own awakening instinct. It was and is pure theism, enjoin- 
ing justice, brotherhood, obedience to universal law and persistent 
prayer. Corollary to these binding principles were social duty, obe- 
dience to proper authority, defense of the faith by arms if necessary, 
and a few ceremonial rules adopted as lubricants in social contact. 

Fatalism, which has become in Arab practice a negative and indo- 
lent kismet, is a misuse of Mohammed's concept of Divine control 
of human affairs. This war is teaching us as never before the need 
for utmost human endeavor, in doing our part in the unfolding of 

the Renewed Order of the Ages. The Arab in this war is contingent: 
upon his stir from lethargy. No Lawrence of Arabia will arouse the 
Arab, as before, with gold. Fortunately we offer him something bet- 
er. As the Arab was aroused by Mohammed to colonize, spread 
language and vigorous thought, absorb the converted or conquered 
and then retire into the Arabian Peninsula, big as India, fertile and 
mountainous in spots, in like manner the all-pervading scope of this 
climactic struggle of the Ages must jolt the somnolent Arab into 
action. After colonizing one-sixth of the world's population, from 
Spain to India, the Arab withdrew before the onslaught of western 
industry and material power device, and waits again to be used. 
Ibn Saud, king of Saudi Arabia, leader of the puritan Moslem sect 
of Wahhabis, assembled after the last war the fragments of a dis- 
jointed people. He gave Arabia proper the first general cohesion 
since Mohammed. He made treaties with fringe principalities and 
Arabs honor their word. The true Arabs of Syria, Palestine and lraq, 
despite the violent cross currents of other races, religious and foreign 
influences, are looking toward lbn Saud as their spokesman. From 
his capital at Riadh, deep in the heart of the Arabian Peninsula, he 
requires at least fifteen million Arabs to throw off decadent Moslem 
sectarianism and to affirm the central idea of unity. 

Foreign aid is used by Ibn Saud to develop natural resources. He 
holds firm control of all negotiations, treating diplomats. with all 
courtesy, but dealing direct with foreign engineers and importers 
who.can help Arabia to prosper. He again is the expression, not the 
dictation of the Arab instinct for the rugged realities of co-oper- 
ation, brotherhood and obedience to Law. 
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Arabs have accepted gold and goods when offered by foreigners 
for commercial or political jadvantage, wondering why it should be 
offered. He would have preferred some attempt at understanding. 
An American dealer in goatskins once told me that he does more 
business as a friend than as a competitor. If he can pull an Arab's 
sacred beard without offense, the Arab will take loss to favor him. 
Arabs hail an elder as "father" or "uncle", an equal as "brother", 
soldiers as my children“ and intimate friends as "beloved". Arabs 
have tried more to reach the Anglo-Saxon than conversely. The 
Arab withdraws from, rather than oppose, the strutting and clank- 
ing of the foreign power, marvelling at the obtuseness of the "frank". 
Able as the Arab is to think in the abstract far beyond our concep- 
tion, we can look for Arab co-operation when our own counterfeit 
and transient values are cleared away. 

As the King of Yemen told me at Sana'a, "Aden is Arab: Britan- 
nia can use it as long as she likes; but why doesn't she ask my con- 
sent?“ — so the deposed king of Hedjaz, seen on board ship at Aden 
as he was fleeing to Bagdhad from the conquering lbn Saud. He 
sadly told me, This is only a phase in the history of Arabia; | must 

retire, that Arabia be served; for Arabia is greater than any king“. 
At Beirut | talked with an Arab intellectual, schooled in the dynamic 
cultural atmosphere of Damascus, and learned from him that, “We 
Arabs have no politics; we live our belief in the Fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man; we share the frugal produce of our 
land; we wonder at poverty in lands of plenty; under Ibn Saud we 
are rising from lassitude and lazy fatalism; we use foreign help to 
increase God's bounty in the desert, but no foreign influence can in- 
fringe on our dignity". An intense young Moslem in Aleppo, told 
me the other day as we were walking through the famous artificial 
mountain of a fortress called the Citadel, We Moslems believe in 
ES Christ, you know. The Prophet Mohammed (Allah give him peace!) 
ERAT planned to adopt Jerusalem as his Holy City. He withdrew to Mecca, 
When he saw the un-Christian misery and poverty among Christians 
of Syria, where his practical theism would not have had a chance. 
We embrace Christianity only as Christ lived and spoke, not as our 
Christian neighbors practice it“. 
= Arabs, with their family instinct, trace back their ancestry to 
Abraham through Ishmoe!, and Mohammed's family is an outstand- 
g example of authentic lineage: Mohammed belonged to the fam- 
own as the Koreish, descended from the great house cf Maadd 
was established four centuries before Christ, and that family

is known by all Arabs to have been in the direct succession from 
Ishmael. While the Bible has been replaced for the Arab by the Ko- 
ran, every Arab knows the fact, if not the letter, of God's promise 
to Hagar that her son must be called Ishmael (One Who Shall Hear 
God) shall be a free man (never conquered); friendly to all (bro- 
therly affection in every act): standing up in the presence ot all 
his brothers (immovable dignity and serenity found everywhere in 
Arabia); having God's blessing (the Arab counts his few possessions 
enough); caused to prosper and be greatly extended (language and 
thought still living forces from the Pyrenees to the Himalayas); Ish- 
mael was to beget twelve princes (undoubtedly, in the vast territory 
reached by the Arab); and he was to be extended very greatly (true 
in the past and now emerging after centuries of retreat from the ma- 
terialistic wars, to bring into the coming Order the essential veri- 
ties of which the Arab has ever been actively conscious). 

The difference between the Arab’s concept of his life function and 
that which we, children of Isaac, are just beginning to see in the 
teaching of the Christ, is that we find love for God through expressing 
love to our neighbors, and seeing obedience to Cosmic Law as the 
natural sequence of this love. The Arabs, under Mohammed's ex- 
ample, consider love for God and pene to Law as one and the 
same thing. 

Which is truth? Pathobis both, with a need to exchange thought 
and, on both sides, improve the primary function of living. Certain- 
ly there is a potent pull of Ishmael and Isaac toward each other in 
preparation for mutual understanding which Kipling found, in his 
time, impossible. East shall indeed meet West—and in the East. 
There is a progressive fusion of Britannia and Saudi Arabia at this 
very moment. And when the Christ has completed his work of help- 
ing us. to destroy the false gods of our own unrighteousness to im- 
prove communication—hastened by this very conflict,——He will 
bring those two strong men, Ishmael and Isaac, face to face; and it 
will be very near to the Judgment Seat at Jerusalem.

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THE VALUE OF “TRUTH LITERATURE”

There is much that can be said on this subject, and as one who 
knows, permit me to give my views. But first | wish to make clear 
to my readers what | mean by “Truth Literature". From my point 
of view, it is literature dealing with real life centered in the Word of 
God; the reality of our Sonship to the Heavenly Father and His con- 
stant presence with us. In other words, it is the open gateway into 
the reality of life, not the masquerade in which mankind has been 
living as a result of physical desires. 

Before | speak of the many unfortunate ones confined within 
prison walls, | would like to bring out the condition to be found in 
the majority of our homes today.

that while there they were taught to be tough, to steal, to plan every 
sort of crime irnagirable. Is that the correction needed for your 
sons? If your child gets into trouble and needs your help, in God's 
name, do all you can to keep that child from going into those schools 
for crime. 

Now, | will get to the real point of this article. Almost every 
young person inside the walls of our penal institutions tocay has 
very little education and practically no religious training to speak 
of. Prisoners cf all ages, sent up for all sorts of crime, mingle to- 
gether daily. Unless Truth Literature" is placed within thesreach of 
these young people, they will absorb the criminal knowledge of those 
those older in crime who have become hardened and calloused by 
years of confinement. These latter are really the teachers of the 
younger ones who are but putty in their hands. Without the proper 
leadership these young people become the same hardened criminals 
tha: their older companions are. 

There is no place on earth so steeped in hatred, jealousy, greed, 
malice, fear, anxiety, trickery, deceit and smouldering sex lust as 
is the prison of today; and | might add that there is very likely no 
place quite so far from God.

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THE GERM THEORY OF DISEASE 


By GEORGE BROWNELL 


There are two opposing theories of disease, one the Germ The- 
ory and the other the Bio-Chemic. 

The Germ Theory is based upon the fact that germs are found as- 
sociated with diseased conditions, and upon conclusions arrived at 
as the result of experimentation upon small animals into whose 
bodies disease germs have been injected to produce disease. When 
a Germ-Theorist is asked what relationship there is between the 
process of injecting disease germs into the bodies of animals and 
the feeding of humans food or drink containing these germs and 
there is no disease reaction, there is no reply, because there is no 
relationship. 


The Bio-Chemic Theory recognizes that the body is a chemical 
laboratory which in health represents a perfect balance, flow and 
relationship of chemical elements. When this harmony is disturbed 
or thrown out of kelter by various causes, such as destructive 
thought——fear, worry, envy, hate, sorrow, etc.—or over-eating, sex- 
ual abuses, overwork, strains, etc., disease manifests. 

If it were true that germs create disease, the race would have 
perished long ago. We carry around with us constantly a vast popu- 
lation of germs. They are in the water we drink, the food we eat, 
and the air we breathe, in untold millions, and always have been. 
God gave the body a wonderful protective power, and if this protec- 
tive power has not been lessened by misuses of our powers and 
abuses to the mind and body, all the armies of germs in the world 
can not harm it, and have no more power over it than a toy pistol 
would have if fired at the Rock of Gibraltar. 

The Germ Theory originated about 1880. After reading about 
this theory one wonders how the world managed to get along before 
it was discovered. Some people are so in love with these germs that 
they accord them more respect than they would an ambassador 
trom heaven. 

Germs are the result of disease and not the cause of it. They 
do not appear until after the disease has developed. These facts 

have been proven time and time again by the Bio-Chemists. Foods 
infected with typhoid germs have been fed to large numbers of 
healthy people with no sign whatever of the disease appearing af- 
terward. This same experiment has been conducted with tuberculo- 
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sis, meningitis, pneumouia, diphtheria, and other germs, on num- 
bers of people, with no sign of their contracting the disease, 

It is a fact of life that almost invariably the minority and not 
the majority are right. Shakespeare said, He who thinks with the 
many must often think wrong". This is because most people are re- 

- flectors and do little original thinking. They accept what the more 
positive minds believe and think. Only the few who have learned to 
look deeper and investigate for themselves, know the truth. The 
world has ways of its own that are not the ways of God. The Germ 
Theory is almost universally accepted by the medical profession, 
and Pasteur, who discovered this theory, has been looked upon as a 
great benefactor of the race, when as a matter of fact he actually 
cursed the world instead of blessing it. For as a result all kinds of 
serums have been invented to destroy germs in the body. These se- 
rums are injected into the blcod stream (even little babies), and the 
result is a deadening of the symptoms, but the after effects are in- 
finitely worse than the original trouble. And the after effects of an 
inoculation do not appear immediately as a rule, often not for months 
and sometimes years, and therein lies the danger in forming imme- 

— diate conclusions. Later, when the new conditions appear, they are 

— — econsiderd new disorders and the relation between them and the se- 

rums injected is unsuspected. 

_ Another evil resulting from the Germ Theory is the pouring of

vers in the Germ Theory have wondered why the Hindus were not 
ed with various diseases attributed to polluted waters. Then 
e conceived the idea that at the source of the Ganges a 
‘of water charged with a germicide poured its bacteria-de- 
y | waters into this great river. But the Hndus experience the 
e immunity bathing in its germ-laden tributaries. 

he Pasteurizing of milk is another fallacy. The death rate in 
Idren's homes in Canada increased when Pasteurized or half 
ed milk was substituted for fresh, raw milk. 

Si os Hogg of the Battle Creek Sanitarium, says that germs die 
ediately when put into raw vegetables, but survive when 
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put into cooked vegetables; also that they die when put into tresh 
milk, and survive when put into milk that is not fresh. 


We breathe enough germs on a windy day to kill a nation, if the 
germ theory were true. Experiments tried on perfectly healthy men 
by locking them in chambers containing pure filtered, germless air, 
and feeding them sterilized foods, so no germs could come in con- 
tact with them in any way, resulted, in depletion, and in one experi- 
ment a man promptly sickened and died. Fish will not live in distilled 
wate:. 


Little children are not suspicious of their Creator, for you see them 
with rosy cheeks, sucking an old shoe or some other object covered 
with millions of germs, or sitting in the road eating dirt. lf you are 
one of the mothers constantly hedging your child about with means 
to protect him from germs, just try turning him loose into God's 
great open to run and play in the sunshine as he likes. Feed him 
plenty of vegetables, and fruits in season. Eliminate from his diet 
pastry, white sugar and white flcur products, (all demineralized 
foods) and see the result. Vegetables are the great body purifiers 
and no one can be sick or catch a cold if his blood stream is pure. 


A chiropractic doctor, head of an eastern college, challenged the 
doctors in his vicinity that he could live in a pest house for a month 
with smallpox patients and be immune to the disease. They took 
up the challenge and he carried out his promise living one month 
in the pest house (which most pecple «hun as they would a leper), 
and came out as healthy as when he went in. He knew how to live 
and think and eat, and so kept his body healthy and his blood 
stream pure, and germs had no effect upon him. 

It is a fact hat when healthy members of a family are quaran- 
tined with a patient having an infectious disease, they do not con- 
tract it. If they do it is through lowered resistance caused by fear. 
The only conclusion is that if germs were only a thousandth part as 
claimed, the human race would have been swept out of existence 
ages ago. 

There have been signs in some medical journals and in some medi- 
cal fraternities of abandoning the Germ theory of disease. It was 
indeed abandoned by its chief exponent before he died. Virchow, who 
championed the Germ theory of Pasteur, confessed to students that 
he had made a great mistake, and that germs were not the cause, but 
the consequence of disease, and that if he had his life to live over 
again he would devote it to undoing the evil he had wrought. But 
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it was too late, for vast sums of money had been invested in a prof- 
itable enterprise and a vast machinery built up; then too, such a sud- 
den change would not look good for the profession. So millions of 
lives have been sacrificed and will be in an effort to kill germs that 
are benevolent scavengers, not appearing until filth has accumulated 
in the body that is necessary to be cleared.

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The third series of tests showed that one could swallow a million 
(and over) pneumo-cocci without causing pneumonia or any dis- 
turbanc.. 

The investigations covered about two years, and forty-five (45) 
different tests were made, giving an average of fifteen tests in each. 
Each germ culture was tested and six persons (3 male and 3 female) 
knowingly took part in the tests, and in no case did any, symptoms 
of the disease follow. 

The germs were swallowed in each case, and were given in milk, 
water, bread, cheese, meat, head-cheese, fish and apples—also 
tested on the tongue. 

Most of the cultures were from stock tubes furnished by Park- 
Davis & Co., and one tube was furnished by the ‘Toronto Board of 
Health through one of their bacteriologists. 

As the tests were carefully made they prove that there is not the 
danger from germs that bacteriologists claim. They also may stimu- 
late other Canadians to undertake further experimental work, for 
the actual test on man decides the truth of the theory. 

The germ theory is purely materialistic. God, looking upon His 
creation, pronounced it good. He equipped man with devices that 
make him master over all below him. He is made in the "Image and 
Likeness of God“ and has creative powers like unto His own.
